Mothers' Probe

WASHINGTON, MaylS.-Im- 
mediate investigation of several 
fascist - minded” women's groups 
in the U. S. A., was urged on At- 
torney General Francis Biddle to-' 
day by Mrs. Faye Stephenson, of 
Cleveland, president of the Con- 
gress of Women’s Auxiliaries of the 
CIO. 


In a letter to the Attorney Gen- 
eral, Mrs. Stephenson pointed out 
the close ■referiorrship-of such outfits 
as the Unit e d Matlpcs^ the Mothers 
of Sons^^SmT^Serican3' 
AgSmst Communism * and 3 



dieted defeffS^^ in the 
trial. 

The letter pointed out |ow Mrs. 
Frieda Sta nley, president of United 
’Mothers, planned to stkfiip racial 
hatred and undermine coipaence in 
the country’s leaders by ^ggesting 
impeachment ^of Presidegt Roose- 
velt because “he is a Je^ and re- 
ceiving orders from Moscow.” It 
added that all these organizations 
distribute literature aimed at cre- 
ating disunity and distrust, such as 
Roosevelt’s Jewish Ancestry, which 
is mentioned in the indictment oi 
the alleged seditionists. 

Finally, the letter said that, al- 
though these women’s groups are 
small today, they consist of “ke> 
women in many communities all 
over the country who spread the 
anit-war, anti-democratic propagan- 
da of the mothers’ and women’s 
groups through their own neighbor- 
hoods and local organizations.”
